worse—whether you like it or not—they are for the moment the 
most talked-of men in the country, 


Three more different men it would be hard to find. 
Yet they 


have points in common. 


All are powerful speakers, masters in the art of using words to 


rouse people to belief and action, 


All 
All were born in comparatively modest circumstances, 


are for the most part self-made. All are fighters. 


All are comparatively young men as national leadership 


goes. 
General Johnson is 64. Father Coughlin is 44. Senator 
Long is 42.

Huey Pierce Long is today at 42 the enlargement of a skinny boy 


who, 
some 20 years ago, thrilled by his first success at selling lard sub- 


stitutes and patent medicines, bragged che.stily, "I can sell anybody any- 
thing " 


He hasn't missed many sales in those 20 years. He sold himself to the 


people of Louisiana us railroad commissioner, as governor (twice), as U. S. 
Senator, and as dictator-ln-fact. 


While he hasn't sold much of his goods in tlie Senate as yet, his 


sales talks get more insistent every day, and his foot is firmly in the door. 
The Senate listens. The country listens. 


Huey Long has said that his favorite story is "Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 


Hyde." It may well be. The famous Stevenson character was no more 
contradictory and two-sided than Long. 


He will talk quietly, confidently, sensibly, in excellent English; then 


Kuddonly fly off into irrelevancy on a blast of curbstone language. 


Domineering or ingratiating, sneering or confidential, screaming or 


quietly serious .this man can shift from learned discussion to a purple rage 
before you can say "Fascsm!" 


A large man with curly, unruly dark-red hair. A large nose (delight 


of cartoonists) above a straight mouth set between sagging, heavy jowls. 
A deeply cleft chin. Carelessly dressed, often in unorthodox taste with 
emphasis on colored shirts and loud ties and shoes, his clothes are always 
of the finest materials. 


In poor physical condition a year ago, soft and bloated, Long is har- 


dening up, living more regularly, evidence of the seriousness with which 
ho takes his presidential ambitions. 


To this height has risen the seventh of nine children of a Louisiana 


farmer, who reared his brood on a 320-acre farm in the red-clay and 
.scrub-pine region of Winn parish. 


Up through door-to-door selling of books, baking powder, potatoes, 


lard substitutes, and patent medicines, a phenomenally fast law training, 
and a yen for politics that led him at 14 to manager another man's cam- 
paign for tick-inspector, rose the man Long. 


Ringing doorbells gives you knowledge of people—and voters. Door- 


tti-door tolling is not for the thin-skinned. It touchens your hide. Hucy's 
hide is tough. 


His rise to dictator-in-face of an American state and to boundless am- 


bition nationally in a saga of political catch-as-cath-can, no-holds-barred 
professional wrestling—part bone-breaking and part hippodrome. So far, 
Lonf has won practically every fall. 


Yet with all that, the late William Howard Taft said Long, the hastily 


educated salesman, was the most brilliant lawyer Taft had heard practice 
before the U. S. Supreme Court, when Long personally carried his famous 
"free text-books" case. 


With characteristic assurance. Long takes major credit for the nomi- 


nation of Roosevelt. At first Long supported the New Deal. But when it 
became clear that FDR had ideas of his own, Long "seceded," and now 
savagely attacks the New Deal at every opportunity. Tlie administration, 
in less obvious ways, such as withdrawal of patronage, is fighting Long 
us a dictator, as demagog, and a possible opponent in 1936 or 1940. 


A strange paradox, constitutional lawyer and dictator, brawler and 


patron of education, social reformer and machine politician, Huey Pierce 
Lonf has gotten his salesman's foot in the national kitchen door. 


The Rev. Charles Edward Coughlin, pastor of the Roman Catholic 


church of the Shrine of the Little Flower, rose to his present eminence 
more quickly than either of the other two men in today's controversy. 


Nine years ago he was preaching to a tiny group of 17 worshipers 


in the rambling little church he had built at Royal Oak, Mich. Today 
ho is a Voice to whom millions listen for guidance in political nnd eco- 
nomic affairs. 


The very medum, radio, which has made Father Coughlin important, 


was unheard-of when he was bom in 189] at Hamilton, Ont. 


He was destined for the priesthood from the first. From the para- 


chial schools of Hamilton to college at Toronto, to assignment to Detroit 
a.1' a parish priest were regular steps. 


It was the inspiration to broadcast that made Father Coughlin more 


than just another parish priest. And even so, his talks were broadcast for 
nearly four years before they attracted more than local attention. 


H was the tremendous mail responses to an economic reference that 


showed Father Coughlin the read that led to today's position. But it is 
hard to see how a man with such restless vitality as the large-handed six- 
foot priest could have failed to achieve fame. 


Dynamic to the point whore he finds it hard to sit quietly at rest, 


Father Coughlin is an impressive figure in his long black priestly robes, 
despite the beginnings of corpulence. His face is rounding, and smoothly 
shaved and pink behind inevitable glasses. It show none of the seams 
and marks which years of rough, hard contact with the world have left 
on Long and Johnson. 


Of the three, Father Coughlin is by far the most dramatic and finish- 


ed orator. His voice rings all the changes from a low. crooning whisper 
that drips with emotion—to the ringing challenger of a warrior. And he 
knows how to use those contrasts, how to pause and wait for an effect to 
fink deep. 


Father Coughlin lives simply in a small bungalow a few blocks from 


the unfinished Shrine of Ihe Little Flower. His broadcasts and the work 
of completing the Shrine have plunged him from the simple routine of a 
suburban parish into the management of business affairs running into six 
figures. The handling of his mail has grown into a big executive job. 


But essentially. Father Coughlin is the student, the product of the 


learning of the seminary rather than the rough ways of hte workaday 
world. 


Not that this has made Die radio priest any the less willing to tangle 


in verbal battle. He has defied high authority within his own church 
and matched phrases with powerful publishers as he defied Ku Klux 
Khmners who burned a fiery cross in the yard of his new church in 192G. 


In the early days of the bank crisis of 1933, it was rumored, and the 


rumor was allowed to stand, that Father Coughlin spoke for and with 
authority of the administration. Now he accuses the administration of 
having let him clown, and having refused to carry through on "driving 
the money-changers from the temple." 


At 44, Father Coughlin, the Irish-Canadian priest, has already attain- 


ed a position never before occupied by a man of hit drill in this country 
—that of an invisible economic prophet to millions of Catholics, Protest- 
ants, and Jews—submerged Americans. 


Hugh Samuel Johnson is still a cavalryman. 
His magnificent charge on the enemy's center in launching NRA 


caused their lines to waver, halted their advance. But as their reinforce- 
ments came up, Johnson, the cavalryman, had to withdraw and watch the 
slower infantry and artillery take up the battle. 
, ' p 


But as an active cavalryman, even withdraw from the main action, 


he can't resist harassing tlie enemy's flanks, and cutting their communica- 
tions in persistent raids like the one he's making now. 


In 1882, when Hugh Johnson was born, there wasn't much frontier 


left. But his Irish-stock parents were bound from Fort Scott, Kan., to 
what frontier there was. 


They were on hand when the famous Cherokee Strip was opened, and 


made part of their trip to Alva, Okla., in a covered wagon. He rode 
horseback and hunted on the prairies. 


He always wanted to be a soldier. And his father, after sending him 


to normal school, saw it was of no use, and got his son an appointment 
to West Point. There he was rated as "brilliant, but indifferent," and 
never ranked high. Shortly after entering active service, he married the 
daughter of Colonel Kilbourne. 


Bored by army routine, the young Lieutenant Johnson filled in his 


timo by writing romantic fiction, and developed the flashy prose style and 
the array of words and phrases that still serve him. 


Few person know that he is a doctor of jurisprudence, a degree gained 


when he completed u three-year course at the University of California 
in 18 months. 


He drew the draft act. helped administer it, and was ready to be sent 


overseas as a divisional commander when the war ended. 


After the war came the episode which Huey Long is using as a point 


of attack en Johnson. The general left the army to go to work for 
Bernard Baruch in reorganizing the Moline Plow Co. with George Peek. 


A driving worker, a man who has lived hard and intensively, the 54 


years of Johnson's life have written their record 011 his face. It is seam- 
ed and lined like that of an old bulldog. 


Nc diplomat, Johnson speaks out his picturcskue phrases when they 


come to him. As a matter of the striking epithet, this product of the 
last frontier has no equal. 


He is hard-bciled.He is domineering and driving. And he is senti- 


mental. 


He has none of the cynicism of Long, nor the cloistered learning of 


Coughlin. but he can land does) match Biblical quotations and literary 
rt'lerences with either. 


Under average height, the general maintains a 
suggestion 
of the 


physique that enabled him to win a wrestling bout with a boilermaker at 
a picnic not 10 years ago. The horn-rimmed glasses which he regularly 
weart these days do not hide entirely the glitter of his eyes. 
, 


Johnson has never forgotten the days when he rode the Oklahoma 


plains. They may have shot the NRA out from under him, but the cav- 
alryman in him is attacking again just the same. 


Johnson wns not an "original New Dealer." He was given the NRA 


job because he knew industry, knew something of the farm problem, 
was a proved administrator, and was hard-boiled. But there can be lit- 
tle question of his sincerity in his defense of the NRA principle of re- 
covery once he undertook the task; a sincerity that continues today.
